Nomination Papers. 


There are already on file at ihe office 


of the city clerk quite a number of 
nomination papers for the various of- 
fices under the uew charter, but not 
nearly enough to really make much 
showing when it la taken into consider- 
ation how many papers must be tiled 
in order to make candidates for all the 
offices. For the office of Mayor, Mayor 
Cottrell's papers are already iu, and it 
19 understood that Col. Clarke will won 
have names enough on hie. There are 
Forne papers iu for members of the 
school committee and more are being 
circulated for signatures. There have 
been filed nominations for one alder- 
man from each ward and there are 
more to come. The Municipal Associ- 
ation has named candidates in each of 
the first four wards, consisting of Hud- 
eon B. Kiugmau, Peter King, John C. 
Burke, and James B. Cottrell, and in 
the fifth ward iudep«udeDtB have nom- 
inated John Mahau. There will un- 
doubtedly be other candidates iu the 
field before election time comes round. 
Papers have- been filed for William 
Suepley iu the second ward. 


For the members of tbe municipal 


council there is as yet a lack of nomin- 
ations, but many papers are out for 
signatures. 
As there are to be 39 


elected from each ward, each of whom 
must have the signatures of 30 eligible 
voters, this means a vast amount of 
work. The nomination papers ex- 
pressly specify for which term a man 
Is a caudidate, whether for one, two 
or three years. 


There are to be no nominations for

HINDOO ACROBATS. 


They Perform Wonderful Fenta of 


Balancing anil Juggling. 


There is always an nbuudimt supply 


of stories of the exper'uoss of Hindoo 
jugglers and acrobats. Ono who moves 
ulioiit perched upon a sl'irfle long stick 
is remarkably clever. This performer 
i'- mounted on a bamboo pole about fif- 
t.dii feet high, the top of,which Is tied 
to .1 girdle around his waist. A small 
cushion is .fastened a few feet down 
the pole, which nets as a leg rest. The 
acrobat hops around a large space In 
the liveliest way, uttering cheerful 
shouts and accompanied by the tapping 
of a curious drum. lie also executes a 
sort of dance and goes through a little 
pantomime. It is a marvelous feat of 
equilibrium. 
To walk on a pair of 


stilts as high as this would be a per- 
formance worthy of comment, but to 
hop around on one is quite another 
thing. 


The same man can do many other 


wonderful things. 
He appears abso- 


lutely perfect in the art of balancing. 
He can balance a very light stick on 
his nose and a heavy one-on bis chin 
and tb.en throw the heavy one into 
the air and catch it on the end of the 
light one. When balancing these two 
sticks, end on end. he will make one 
revolve in one direction and the other 
the reverse. He puts oue hand on a 
flat, circular stone, throws his feet up 
Into the air and balances a stick on 
each of them. At the same time he 
revolves rapidly ou the pivot.formed by 
his arm and the stone.

THE HUMAN BRAIN. 


H Capacity to Receive (lie Impreh- 


•lonB of a Lifetime. 


Authorities differ as to th« capacity 


of the average brain to receive the im- 
pressions of a lifetime. 
It is pretty 


well helieved that there is in tlm brain 
a ceuter of conservation distinct from 
the center of perception. 'We of course 
know nothing as to the nature of the 
relation of bruin cells to precepts and, 
conservation, 
but we do know that 


there must be a relation. 
The re- 


searches of Hammerberg and Thomson 
Bhow that the number of cells in the 
brain is 9.200,000.000. All stimuli, ex- 
ternal (through the five senses) or In- 
ternal (tlirough processes), must leave 
some trace upon these cells, chemical,- 
physical or dynamic. 
These stimuli 


are composed of all sorts of precepts— 
words and sounds heard; things and 
words seen; objects felt, tasted, smell- 
ed; gensations "perceived In our own 
bodies; thoughts p~ shlag upward Into 
consciousness. 
Ar.j a little reflection 


will show how innumerable such im- 
prints must be in the course of a single 
waking day. 


Even without reading, the resident of 


a city must receive an incalculable 
number of impressions upon his bruin 
every twenty-four hours. The rending 
center of the brain occupies a compara- 
tively sniiill area in the back of the left 
hemisphere and consequently must pos- 
sess a very small portion of the 9,000,- 
000,000 ceils referred to above. TVe can 
only guess at the number, but a fair es- 
timate .would l>e about a twentieth, or, 
say, 500.000,000, which In a lifetime of 
sixty years would allow us about 25,- 
000 cells a day for the perception and 
conservatiou of words and sentences 
read. 
These figures may have no 


scientific value, but at any rate they 
emphasize a very Important fact, and 
that is that our brain capacity Is limit- 
ed and that we should be sparing of 
the cells we daily squander.—Dr. Fred- 
erick Petersou In Collier's.

HaTiinu'* FniuDOH Plnrbonne Ha* an 


InterCHtinv HUtory. 


The history of the Tacon theater of 


Havana is very Interesting. In the 
year 1SS5 Francisco Marty, who was 
then the leader of n hand of pirates 
which Infested the Island of Cuba ana 
who hud a price of $10,000 on his head, 
wns captured and ordered to he put to 
death. 
Seeing there was no hope for 


him, he asked loave to see General 
Tacon, who was then governor general 
of Havana, aud told him if his life was 
spared he would denounce his entire 
hand and assist him in ridding the is- 
land of the number nf pirates which In- 
fested It at that period. 
Accordingly 


General Taron gave him a two weeks' 
parole-, anil inside of a week Marty had 
denounced his follow plratus :tml turn- 
ed then) over to the povornment. For 
this sarvice he was pardoned. 


In ISriil Marry asked for the conces- 


sion to Imihl a national theater on the 
site of Pimpie Central. It was granted 
to him. 
General Tncon went further 


and allowi-il him the privilege of the 
use of forty convicts who were then 
confined in Morro castle to assist him 
In the work, each convict receiving the 
sum of 20 cents a day. 
In !81S the 


theater wus finishc'l. and Marty, as a 
proof of the pratitmlo he felt toward 
General T:icon for sparing his life, nam- 
ed it El Toatro Tucou. 
Durlnjr tlic in- 


surrection in Cuha many exciting inci- 
dents took place here. In one instance 
n regiment of Cuban Insurgents harrl 
cadcd themselves in the theater aud 
held It ngiiinat the Spaniards for three 
days. 
Filially they were starved out, 


and as thfy were making their escape 
all were shot. 


The theater Is hullt of white stone, 


with decorations of marble, and faces 
Contra! park, being in the center of the 
fashionable district of Havana. It Is 
one of the largest theaters In the world, 
seating over 3,000 persons.—Cuban Re- 
view.

For 
two days and nights she tried uuavail- 
ingly to get either St. Augustine or 
Peusacola but naturally iu such a se- 
vere storm the wireless masts were one 
of the ilrst things to go down.

long effort Charleston got Pensacola, 
aud after a still longer wait a message 
was relayed to Key West, v/heuce it 
was flashed to Havana just about the 
time that cable communication was re- 
established, and the grounding ol the 
Brooklyn was kuowu. 
Very meagre 


news has been received by the depart- 
ment so far, as to the damage done to 
Amerlcau property iu Cuba, but it is 
known that there are over 100 dead,

the troops which are standing in the 
path of the Utes, who refuse to return 
to their reservation, and Major General 
Greely has dispatched two more troops 
to the prospective scene of battle under 
rush orders. 


At the present time the terrible storm 


which has been raging, but which is 
now rapidly subsiding, has been 
the 


only hindrance to the Indians, who are 
"waiting for an abatement before they 
make the move which may mean an- 
other Indian war. 


Little I'owder river, where the Utes 


are now camped, is one of the 
most 


dreaded regions of the famous Had 
Lands and Is a territory every foot of 
which is known by the crafty redmen. 


This region, in the heart of Croo*. 


county, is a short distance from the res- 
ervations of the Rosebuds, in the Ne- 
braska, and the Shoshones to the west. 


With the abatement of the storm the 
• 


Indians are sure to move, and if the re-; 
inforcements fail to 
arrive at 
the 


scene, troop M will have to face the 
ugly Utes in an endeavor to drive them 
back to their reservation to the south- 
«ast 


If the reinforcements arrive before 


the Indians attempt to move, the force | 
will be sufficiently large to handle the 
situation, although there is absolutely 
nothing which will prevent bloodshed 
except the unconditlonol surrender of 
the Utes, and this they have flatly de- 
nied. 


Reports of an engagement between a 


small body of tLe Indians and a num- 
ber of cowboys, some miles to the west 
of the Indian camp, indicates tiiut (be 
Utes have made an endeavor to reach 
th» Shoshone resenration, presumably 
for the purpose of enlisting that tribe 
la their warfare. 


The meagre reports 
which have 


reached this city fall to state whether or 
lot the Indians were succes.-ful in gel- 
tins a detail past the cowboys, but it is 
feared that they have done this and in 
case the Shoshones favor the proposi- 
tion, one of the worst Indian outbreaks 
in years Is Imminent.

Attending to the Earn. 


It la specially needful to daily re- 


move'the wax at the entrance of the 
ear, or It will harden and become most 
unsightly. This wax must never be re- 
moved by a sharp instrument, or the 
delicate membrane Inside the ears will 
be injured, and inflammation may en- 
sue, which might eventually 
cause 


deafness. 
If the ears irritate, gently 


rub them with the fingers. Do not al- 
low anything else to be used. Warm 
water Is better to use to wash them 
with than cold, and unscented soap Is 
preferable to scented. If the wax be- 
comes very hard, it can be easily sof- 
tened by pouriug in a few drops of 
tepid olive oil at night. Then plug the 
ear with cotton wool and sleep with 
that ear uppermost. In the morning 
gently syringe It out with soap and 
warm water, using an ear syringe for 
the purpose. 
If you cannot get pure 


olive oil. warmed glycerin will answer 
the purpose equally well.

The ingenious Kavol, a great smok- 


er, thought that the porousness of the 
white clay adapted it well for pipes, 
and accordingly he made two from it, 
one for himself and one for Count 
Andrassy. 


The pipes were charming, and they 


smoked superbly. The fame of them 
spread. In course of time meerschaum 
mining and meerschaum pipe mukiug 
became two of the recognized indus- 
tries of (lie world. 


The original Kavol Kowates pipe, the 


world's !i:-;;t meerschaum, is still pre- 
served in the Tcstli museum.

ready meanwlillt? a kettle of boiling 
water aud when tin; peeling process Is 
complete take the potatoes from the 
cold water add, covering them with 
boiling salted witter, set them on the 
range, covered, to boil. Twenty min- 
utes usually suffice, but to test them 
use a skewer or fork, and when they 
can be pierced easily remove at once 
from the fire, pour off ail the watet 
and set thorn on the hack of the range, 
uncovered, to steam dry, assisting that 
process occasionally by a slight shiik- 
ing of the kettle.- 


If one asks the reason why potatoes 


should always lie cooked in boiling wa- 
ter try the following experiment for 
proof: Take two cups, in each of which 
has been put u teasuoouful of ordinary 
starch. Pour over one n quarter of a 
cupful of boiling water aud over the 
other the some quantity of cold water 
and observe the result. The one over 
which the boiling water was poured 
stays lu shape, a compact mass, wbiifr 
the one with the cold water dissolves 
into a soft paste. The potato is largelj 
composed of starch, aud from this 
trial any one may draw his own con- 
clusions. If you wish a pulpy, watery 
potato nse cold water, but if a dry, 
mealy, snowy ball that would delight 
the heart of Epicurus himself always 
use boiling water.

The Tunic, the Toga and the Leathcp 


Dre>> of the Ancients. 


Ancient wearing apparel was not cut 


to fit, us is our modern clothing. Hav- 
ing n'1 definite slmpe of its owu, it did 
not disguise the wearer's figure, and 
the grace and beauty of Greek drapery 
are dependent almost entirely on the 
perfect proportions of the figure be- 
neath. The tunic worn by both Greeks 
ami Romans was little, if at all, fitted 
to the wearer and when ungirded 
hung in folds ail round, while the toga 
was little more tlmrl n sheet and was 
worn in all sorts of ways, according to 
the prevailing fashion. The Jews of 
old seem to have worn breeches, but 
the rest of their clothing seems to 
have been simply wrapped round them, 
for it was difficult for them to run or 
even walk fast without flrst "girding 
up their loins." The clothing of the 
northern races was probably always 
more of a fit than that of the southern, 
for they used leather, which does not 
lend itself to simple draping, but our 
ancestors probably wore an almost 
shapeless tunic belted at the waist. 


Another striking difference is found 


In tlie gradual monopoly by women of 
the ornamental element in dress. Once 
masculine dress was by far the most 
splendid, and woman, holding an abso- 
lutely subordinate social position, had 
to content herself with humbler attire. 
As she has won her way to freedom 
and equality she has annexed not only 
the beautiful, hut the extravagant ele- 
ments of costume and left man to con- 
tent himself with a condition of color- 
less utility.

Tlie contracts, which are now- 
ready, have been, it appears, pre- 
pared after cousultatiou with the lead- 
ing contracting liruis of the United 
Stales aud many emiueut outside eu- 
giueers, so as lo secuie a lorui of agiee- 
uieut which will adequalely protect the 
government, aud upou which, at the 
name time, responsible persons would 
bid. Secretary Hoot expresses theopinlon 
tnat the time occupied iu this direction 
has uot been excessive, aud that the 
luauageis of the work of construction 
cannot be charged with delay. Iu his 
view the greatest danger now Is lest the 
able men who are competent to haudle 
it, aud who cau net profitable employ- 
ment anywhere, should be unwilling 
to continue in tne service uuder iudi*- 
crimmate misrepresentation and abuse.
